PORTUGAL FREES CERTAIN IMPORTS FROM DOLLAR AREA 


The United States Government welcomes the recent action of the Portuguese Govern- 
ment under which licenses will automatically be issued for the importation of an exten- 
sive list of commodities into Portugal from the dollar area. This marks the first step by 
Portugal to free imports from the dollar area. 

The list of goods freed constitutes 53 per cent of the value of dollar imports in 1953.

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She Battle for 
LIBERAL TRADE POLICIES

BOUT A QUARTER OF A CENTURY AGO, the Hawley-Smoot tariff became law fol- 
A lowing a year and a half of Congressional consideration and heated debate. 
During the eighteen months preceding the signing of the Tariff Act of 
1930, the whole country was aroused over the subject of tariff protection. Lobby- 
ists flocked to Washington to argue for higher tariff protection against imports 
that they feared might be competitive to their industries. 
It is said that history repeats itself. Some of the developments in Washington 
during the past several months carry one’s thoughts back to the Hawley-Smoot 


tariff days. Not since that time has there 
been so much tariff lobbying and protec- 
tionist activity as has occurred since the 
Congress convened last January. Those 
who favor liberal trade policies have been 
constantly on the defensive on one front 
or another, and indications are clear that 
when Congress meets again next January, 
the battle will continue and probably with 
some increase in tempo. 

Very early in the forthcoming session 
of the Congress, the House Committee on 
Ways and Means will take up the bill, 
H.R. 5550, which would authorize the 
United States to accept membership in 
the proposed Organization for Trade Co- 
operation. At the Ninth Session of the 
contracting parties to the General Agree- 
ment on Tariffs and Trade held at Geneva 
early this year, the United States and the 
other 33 countries of the GATT adopted 
a revision of the trade rules in the Gen- 
eral Agreement. They also agreed upon 
the need for a small staff international 
organization designed to provide a con- 
tinuous mechanism for the administration 
of those rules, and a forum for the dis- 
cussion of mutual trade problems. For 
this purpose, they drew up an Agreement 
to establish the OTC which will have an 
Assembly consisting of all GATT mem- 
bers: an Executive Committee consisting 
of 16 members elected periodically by the 
Assembly; and a permanent Secretariat 
headed by a Director-General appointed by 
the Assembly as the chief administrative 
officer of the Organization. 

Last April, President Eisenhower sent 
a special message to the Congress strong- 
ly recommending that the United States 
be authorized by legislation to partici- 
pate in the proposed OTC. In that mes- 
sage, the President said:

“Failure to assume membership in the 
Organization for Trade Cooperation would 
be interpreted throughout the free world 
as a lack of genuine interest on the part 
of this country in the efforts to expand 
world trade. It would constitute a serious 
setback to the momentum which has been 
generated towards that objective. It would 
strike a severe blow at the development 
of cooperative arrangements in defense 
of the free world. It could lead to the im- 
position of new trade restrictions on the 
part of other countries, which would re- 
sult in a contraction of world trade and 
constitute a sharp setback to United 
States exports.” 

The Agreement to establish the OTC 
contains a provision that it shall become 
effective only after it has been accepted 
by contracting parties to the GATT which 
account for 85% of the average 1949- 
1953 total external trade of such contract- 
ing parties. Inasmuch as the United 
States accounted for about 20% of such 
trade, it will be seen that the required 
85% cannot be attained without the par- 
ticipation of the United States. Rejec- 
tion by the Congress of H.R. 5550, as 
pointed out by the President, could have 
far reaching consequences. It could lead 
ultimately to the disintegration of the 
GATT, and the abandonment of all seri- 
ous efforts on the part of nations of good 
will to deal with trade problems on a 
mutually cooperative basis. 

In spite of the tremendous importance 
and obvious advantages of setting up an 
international administrative agency to 
supervise the trade arrangements that 
have been negotiated since World War II 
by the nations of the free world, we can 
be sure that the high tariff boys will use 
this proposal as a rallying point for their 
opposition to expanded international 
trade.In addition to the stock arguments 
about the danger of an overwhelming 
flood of competitive imports—which in- 
cidentally has never materialized even 
though dollar import volume is now run- 
ning at the highest rate in our history— 
they will undoubtedly all suddenly become 
sea lawyers and raise the question as to 
whether United States participation in 
the proposed OTC is constitutional. 

Finally, we may expect that those op- 
posed to OTC will emphasize the fact that 
some of the trade provisions of the GATT 
are very similar to the commercial pro- 
visions of the Havana Charter for an 
International Trade Organization which 
was submitted to Congress in 1949, but 
which was never reported by the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs. 

It is true that some of the key pro- 
visions of the GATT closely parallel the 
provisions of the old ITO Charter pertain- 
ing to the same aspect of fair practices in

PROPOSED REVISION OF CUSTOMS REGULATIONS 
APPLYING TO CUSTOMHOUSE BROKERS 


On September 13th, there was published in the Federal Register a proposed revision 
of the customs brokers regulations. 

The CBFAA has thoroughly reviewed the proposed regulations, and has made certain 
suggestions. 

In addition to the qualifications required of an applicant for a license, we have 
asked that as an additional qualification, the individual should have at least five years 
of general experience, either as an employee under the supervision of a licensed broker, 
or as an employee of the Customs Service, or shall demonstrate to the satisfaction of 
the Commissioner that his experience is the equivalent thereof. 

In the case of corporate and partnership applications, we have asked that the 
licensed officers or members shall have executive and financial control of such corpora- 
tion or partnership, except that whenever there are more than five stockholders, only 
executive control need be vested in the licensed officers or members. 

Under Section 31.5 (c)(4) which provides as grounds for denial or rejection of a 
license “conduct which would be deemed grossly unfair in commercial] transactions by 
accepted standards,” we are asking that there be added “or by standards established 
by recognized associations of customhouse brokers.” 

Following the demand of many of our members, we are asking that branch offices 
of a customhouse broker must be supervised by an individual holding a license in the 
district in which the branch office is located. 

Where the present regulations state that a common carrier needs no license to make 
entry in bond for goods transported by it, we are requesting a revision, so that this 
exemption will apply only to IL.T. entries, and in cases where the common carrier is 
obligated by its bill of lading to deliver the merchandise from a point in a foreign country 
to a point in the United States beyond the point of arrival. 

Although it is generally recognized that a broker is forbidden to give information 
concerning the business of one client to another, this is not spelled out in the brokers 
regulations, and we are asking for this specific provision. 

Section 31.10 (b): The Bureau has adopted the regulation urged by this Association 
in connection with the compensating of a freight forwarder by a licensed broker. The 
Bureau, however, added an additional sentence, which might cause confusion, and we 
are therefore asking that it be plainly stated that the broker must send a copy of his 
bill to the importer “in all cases where the charges made by the broker are to be paid 
by the importer.” This was suggested to cover cases where the foreign shipper pays all 
duties and charges, and the American importer has no interest therein. 

; Ww e have also asked for a regulation on the authority of a broker to make entry, in 
line with our previous demands, which have heretofore been bulletinized.

international trade. It is important, how- 
ever, to remember that the opposition 
which developed, even in some foreign 
trade circles, to the ITO was based on 
those provisions in it relating to foreign 
investment and full employment, and not 
on the commercial provisions of the Char- 
ter. The commercial provisions were quite 
acceptable to world traders, and they have 
prover their usefulness in meeting vari- 
cus situations which have arisen in the 
operation of the GATT since 1947. In 
this connection, the following statement 
contained in the Fulton-Javits report on 
the ITO submitted to the Chairman of the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs on 
October 22, 1948, might be recalled: 
General Commercial Provisions: These 
articles cover the red tape which the im- 
porter must go through in getting his 
products into a particular country. These 
regulations are usually so detailed and 
complex as to enable the importing coun- 
try to bring about covert discriminations. 
The object of the charter is to simplify re- 
quirements and make them uniform as 
applied to the traders of all member coun- 
tries. Though these provisions are not 
among the controversial items of the 
charter, their combined importance makes 
them among the most significant parts of 
the charter from the standpoint of un-

shackling world trade as they will tend 
greatly to eliminate chiseling on tariff 
concessions. 

We hope that the foreign trade frater- 
nity of the nation, through their trade 
organizations, and individually, will rally 
to the staunch defense of the proposed 
Organization for Trade Cooperation by 
registering effectively with the appro- 
priate Congressional eommittees their 
wholehearted support of H.R. 5550. 

Another important item on the agenda 
for the next session of the Congress is 
completion of action on the customs sim- 
plification bill, H.R. 6040. The key pro- 
vision of this bill is section 2 which pro- 
poses to revise our present methods of 
determining value of imports for customs 
purposes. 

Under the present method, such imports 
are primarily dutiable at the “foreign 
value” or the “export value,” whichever is 
higher. Briefly, “foreign value” is the 
wholesale price at which goods are sold 
in the exporting country for domestic con- 
sumption, while “export value” is the 
wholesale price at which goods are sold in 
the foreign country for export to the 
United States. For a great many years, 
customs appraisers have had difficulties 
over this requirement because they had to 
ascertain both the “foreign value” and the 
“export value” of every article subject to 
an ad valorem rate of duty. In some cases, 
this has meant holding up final action for 
months and even years while a special in- 
vestigation was made abroad of local 
market conditions in the foreign country. 
While these investigations were in prog- 
ress, the importer was completely in the 
dark as to what amount of duty he would 
ultimately have to pay. How can a mer- 
chant operate intelligently in the face of 
such a situation? 

The customs simplification bill proposes 
to remedy this unsatisfactory situation by 
eliminating consideration of “foreign 
value,” and make the “export value” the 
primary basis for determining dutiable 
value. As in the present law, the bill 
provides alternate methods of valuation to 
approximate “export value” if, for any 
reason, it cannot be determined satisfac- 
torily. 

In the past four years, three customs 
simplification bills containing this same 
value proposal have passed the House of 
Representatives by a voice vote, but the 
valuation section was either deleted or not 
acted upon at all by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Finance. For the fourth time, 
the proposal was approved by a voice vote 
of the House on June 22, 1955, but this 
time only after a motion to send H.R. 
6040 back to the Committee on Ways and 
Means with instructions to delete the

VALOREM ARTICLES—Since the first cus- 
toms simplification bill was introduced over 
five years ago, American importers have 
been waiting for legislation to revise the 
value section of the Tariff Act. Such re- 
vision, the main feature of which is to 
eliminate “foreign value” and make “export 
value” the primary basis of duty assess- 
ment on ad valorem imports, has passed 
the House of Representatives four times, 
and has yet to receive approval by the 
Senate Committee on Finance. 

The fourth bill approved by the 
H.R. 6040, was passed last June after a 
motion that would have resulted in the 
deletion of the value section was defeated 
by a vote of 232 to 143. The Senate Com- 
mittee on Finance held public hearings on 
this bill early in July, but reached no de- 
cision before the Congress adjourned. Thus, 
the bill will be pending before that com- 
mittee when the Congress reconvenes in 
January.

last minute effort to 
the Treasury Department 
compromise suggestion whereby 
Articles would continue to be appraised 
under the present provisions of section 402 
of the Tariff Act, but all other ad valorem 
imports would be appraised on the new 
basis.

value section had been defeated by a vote 
of 232 to 143. 

During the public hearings held by both 
the House Committee on Ways and Means 
and later by the Senate Committee on 
Finance several witnesses representing 
domestic industries charged that this was 
a tariff reduction measure rather than a 
customs simplification proposal. These 
witnesses stressed the fact that a Survey 
made by the Treasury Department showed 
the elimination of “foreign value” would 
result in a lower dutiable value of certain 
classes of ad valorem imports. Although 
the Treasury Department Survey showed 
that the overall effect of the elimination 
of “foreign value” would merely mean a 
reduction in dutiable value of 242%, the 
Senate Committee on Finance was appar- 
ently impressed by the argument that the 
proposed simplification of our valuation 
procedures involves less tariff protection 
for some domestic producers. Therefore, 
the bill was not reported by that Com- 
mittee before Congress adjourned early 
last August, and it will be unfinished 
business when Congress reconvenes in 
January. 

In the closing days of the last session, 
the Treasury Department proposed a com- 
promise arrangement whereby the new 
method of valuation would apply to most 
ad valorem goods, but the old method 
would be retained for a special] list of 
imported products where the elimination 
of “foreign value” might result in a re- 
duction of 5% or more in the dutiable 
value. Under the compromise proposal, 
this special list would be revised annually 
for the next three years, after which the 
new method of valuation would go into 
full effect unless, the Congress took spe- 
cial action to continue the old system for 
certain products. 

What apparently has not been made 
sufficiently clear in this valuation situa- 
tion is that where “foreign value” exceeds 
“export value”—no matter what the per- 
centage figures show—it is invariably be- 
cause market conditions in the exporting 
country are not comparable to trading 


conditions in the world market. Where 
the “foreign value” is higher than “export 
value,” it is usually because of special 
circumstances, such as: Domestic excise 
or similar taxes which are not levied on 
the same goods when exported; or because 
the quantities sold for export are far 
larger and are more economically produced 
than the quantities sold infrequently for 
home consumption; or other entirely nor- 
mal business reasons. Are protected Am- 
erican industries entitled to their tariff 
protection on the basis of a dutiable value 
which includes elements that inflate the 
true value of our imports? These same do- 
mestie industries are quick to complain if 
they suspect imports are being brought 
in at less than true value, so how can they 
consistently demand that the present value 
system be retained when it results in 
assessment of duty on more than true 
value? 

In an effort to help clarify this aspect 
of the situation, the National Council of 
American Importers will begin a compre- 
hensive valuation survey among United 
States importers. For this purpose, a 
Valuation Questionnaire has been pre- 
pared by our Customs Committee designed 
to bring forth the facts as to why “foreign 
value” is the same as, lower or higher 
than the price which the importer pays 
for his goods. This Questionnaire will be 
distributed throughout the country with 
the cooperation of world trade organiza- 
tions located in the principal cities. Your 
Association has already ordered a supply 
of these forms which will be sent to you 
next week, and I hope that everyone here 
today who is concerned with this impor- 
tant problem will give us his assistance. 

On the basis of the information re- 
ceived in response to this Questionnaire, 
our National Council expects to issue a 
Special Report on Customs Valuation. 
This Report will be submitted next De- 
cember to the Congressional committees 
and to Government agencies concerned 
= the pending customs simplification 
ill.

We quote below two paragraphs from General Order No, 73, covering the definition 
of those required tv register, and the qualifications for the collection of brokerage: 


244.1 DEFINITION. A freight forwarder is any person engaged in the business of dispatching shig- 
ments om behalf of other persons, for a consideration, by occangoiny vessels im commerce from the United 
States, ite territories or possessions to foreign countries, or between the United States and ita territortes 
or posscssions, or between euch territories and possessions; und of handling the formalities imciéent to 
such shipments. This definition includ independent freight forwarders, common carriers, manufacturers, 
eeporters, export traders, manufacturers’ agents, resident buyers, commission merchants, and other persons 
when they engage for and on behalf of any person other than themselves, in return for a consideration, 
money or otherwise, in the aforementioned activity. 

244.18 BROKERAGE. No forwarder, after the date on which he is required to register, shall accept 
brokerage from ocean carricre unless and wntil such forwarder has been assigned a registration number 
pursuant to these rules. Registration shall not entitle a forwarder to collect brokerage frum @ common 
carrier by water im cases where payment thereof would constitute a rebate—4. ¢., where the forwarder ts 
@ shipper or 9 or is the seller or purchaser of the shipment, or has any beneficial interest therein 
or where the forwarder directly or indirectly controle or is controlled by the shipper or consignee, or by 
any gerson having a beneficial interest in the shipment. A forwarder shail not share any part of the 
brokerage received from a common carrier by water with a shipper or consignee. No forwarder shall demand 
or accept brokerage during the period his registration number is under suspension or after his registration 
number has been cancelled pursuant to these rules. 


For ease of identification and classification, independent foreign freight forwarders 
are persons engaged in the business of dispatching shipments on behalf of other ns, 
and who do not have an interest in the purchase or sale of the goods, and who are not 
owned or controlled directly or indirectly by the shipper or consignee, and who are not 
common carriers. 

In order to ascertain which of the registrants were independent foreign freight for- 
warders to be included in this list, the following procedure was adopted: 

1, With the permission of the Federal Maritime Board, the original applications for 
registration were examined. 

2. Names have been checked with the master file of Customs Brokers & Forwarders 
Association of America, Inc. 

3. Names have been checked with listings published in the annual CUSTOM HOUSE 
GUIDE over a period of years. 

The Customs Brokers & Forwarders Association of America, Inc. wishes it te be knewn 
that the inclusion of firms on this lst of independent foreign freight forwarders does 
net automatically qualify such firms for membership in their Association. All applicants 
must be thoroughly investigated, and meet the stringent requirements of the By-Laws 
and code ef cthics, before being eligible.

The intent, according to the Prime Minister, 
is to reduce Australia’s total imports by 


about £A80 million ($180 million) per an- 
num. While the announcement does not 
specify the base period against which the 


reduction is to be applied, the general as- 
sumption is that it will be the trade year 
ending on June 30, 1955. 

Insofar as imports from the non-dollar 
area are concerned, Category A (Essential) 
Quotas are to be reduced by 12%%, with the 
exception of the following for which quotas 
are to be cut by 7%%: Surgical instruments, 
bacteriological products, yarns (other than 


rayon and jute), ophthalmic instruments, 
meat wraps, aluminum angles, etc., alu- 
minum wire, brass, bronze and other non- 


ferrous alloys. Category B (Non-Essential) 
Quotas are to be reduced by 25%, with the 
exception of special quotas granted for tex- 
tiles for manufacturing purposes which will 
be reduced by only 12%%. Quotas for 


wholly-assembled motor vehicles will be 
reduced 25% and for completely knocked- 


down motor vehicles by 124%. Other quotas 
are to be reduced by 7%%, except those for 
the following goods for which no reduction 
in the current level is to be made: Iron and 


steel, rubber, fruit wrapping paper, rock 
phosphate, ferrous alloys, aluminum and 
nickel blocks etce., hessian and jute, vis., 
bags, packs, sacks, piece goods and yarn, 


roller and ball bearings, and steel balls for 
bearings, nitrate of soda, and other fertil!- 
izer, tobacco leaf, manganese, chorme ore, 
paper pulp, medicines, asbestos. The allo- 
cation for goods in the administrative cate- 
gory, Le., those which do not lend them- 
selves to rigid quota treatment, will be 
reduced by 12%% overall. 

The Minister of Trade and Commerce has 
stated further that it will not be possible 
to continue the system of granting special 
licenses or new quotas, as is done at present 
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by licensing committees established in each 
State. These committees are to be abolished 
forthwith and all applications not dealt with 
at the time will be refused. The Minister 
has noted that it would be possible to con- 
tinue concessional treatment on an indi- 
vidual application basis only if more severe 
general reductions were imposed. 

As from October Ist a special “All Coun- 
tries Budget” is to be established for im- 
ports of certain basic materials from which 
quarterly allocations will be made. Holders 
of licenses to import these commodities will 
be permitted to purchase the materials from 
any country regardless of currency con- 
siderations. The listed materials are: Ti- 
tanium, dioxide sulphur, paper pulp, cotton, 
aluminum, nickel, copper, tobacco leaf, hog 
casings, crude asbestos fibre, newsprint. Of 
these commodities those now dealt with on 
a quota basis from non-dollar countries 
will as from October list be dealt with on 
an administrative basis by the central im- 
port licensing branch at Sydney.

ITALIAN, PERUVIAN, TURKISH AND SOUTH AFRICAN 
RENEGOTIATIONS UNDER THE GENERAL AGREEMENT 


In accordance with provisions of the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade and 
under procedures established by the Contracting Parties, negotiations for the modification 
of concessions previously made under the Agreement have been concluded between the 
United States and Italy, Peru, Turkey and the Union of South Africa, respectively. The 
four renegotiations have resulted in no changes in United States duties. 


GUATEMALAN TRADE AGREEMENT TERMINATED 


The United States has accepted the proposal of Guatemala that the reciprocal trade 
agreement these two countries signed in 1936 be terminated by mutual consent on October 
15, 1955. The Guatemalan Government has stated that it has difficulty in applying the 
terms of the agreement because of the antiquated nature of its customs laws and tariffs. 
Guatemala has also stated, however, that it is considering the possibility of adhering to 
the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. A formal proclamation terminating the 
agreement on October 15th will be issued by the President at a later date. 

Termination of this agreement will met result in a change of duty on any product 
imported into the United States from Guatemala or other countries. In the 1936 agree- 
ment with Guatemala, the United States reduced the duty on honey, pineapples in crates 
or in bulk, prepared or preserved guavas and guava pastes and pulps, and mango pastes 
and pulps. The duty on these items, however, has been further reduced, or is the same, 
pursvant to agreements with other countries which are still in force. In addition, the 
United States agreed to bind on the free list green or ripe bananas and plantains, green 
coffee, raw deerskins, and cabinet woods in the log. These also remain bound on the free 
list pursuant to trade agreements still in force.

USED CLOTHING TO ARGENTINA—The Postal Administration of Argentina has 
removed the prohibition against used clothing in parcels addressed to that country. It is 
necessary, however, that each parcel containing usgd clothing have enclosed a legalized 
statement from a dry cleaning or disinfecting establishment that the clothing has been 
thoroughly cleaned or disinfected. The statement must be notarized, and the notarization 
must be certified by the county clerk or other competent official. The statement must then 
be sent to an Argentine consulate accompanied by a fee of $10.71 for legalization. After 
the consulate returns the legalized statement it must be enclosed in the parcel with the 
clothing The Argentine Consulate General is located at 12 West 56th Street, New York

MAILING CERTAIN ARTICLES 'TO CANADA—Precious stones, mounted or unmounted; 
all articles commonly known as jewelry used for personal adornment, such as rings, 
brooches, tie pins, chains, cuff links, dress sets, fobs, bracelets, rosary beads, lockets, 
necklaces, ete.; all articles of gold or other precious metal for personal use such as 
cigarette holders, cigarette cases, vanity cases, card-cases, gold and silver pencils, lorg- 
nettes, gold filled optical frames and mountings, mesh bags, watches, etc.; gold scrap, 
jeweler’s filings, fountain pens, money packets (which are construed as including bank- 
notes, coin including coins not current, bullion, gold dust, bonds, and coupons payable to 
bearer, stocks, and other securities negotiable by bearer); which have been prohibited by 
parcel post to Canada but have been admitted in the registered letter mails, may now also 
be accepted as ordinary (uninsured) parcel post to Canada,

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However, articles for personal use or adornment, mentioned above, having a vaiue 
not over $5 each may be insured when mailed as parcel post or as 8-ounce merchandise 
packages, provided they are enciosed in packages of at least a minimum size of 36 cubic 
inches or combined length and girth of at least 16 inches. A number of such articles each 
having a value of $5 or less may be enclosed in one parcel and may be insured for the 
total value of the contents (up to the maximum of $200) provided the parcel meets the 
prescribed requirements as to size, length and girth of at least 16 inches. A number of 
such articles each having a value of $5 or less may be enclosed in one parcel and may be 
insured for the total value of the contents (up to the maximum of $200) provided the 
parcel meets the prescribed requirements as to size. 

USED CLOTHING TO GREECE—Used clothing for personal use mailed to Greece no 
longer requires a certificate that it has been cleaned. The requirements of the Greek 
authorities will be met if the clothing is clean and is so described on the customs declara- 
tion. 


PARCEL POST FOR KOREA—The Korean customs regulations now prohibit the 
importation to that country of any parcel whose contents exceed $50 in value, except gift 
parcels mailed by established relief agencies and addressed to charitable institutions, 
orphan asylums, churches, hospitals, schools, refugee camps, etc. 

LOW PRICED JEWELRY IN THE INTERNATIONAL MAILS—Present post office in- 
structions require that articles of jewelry transmitted in the Postal Union mails or by 
parcel post to other countries shall be registered or insured. Some countries prohibit such 
articles entirely. There has been some doubt as to what is meant by the term jewelry, 
particularly in connection with low priced items. 

Low priced jewelry, such as tie clasps, costume jewelry, and other items containing 
little or no precious metal, is not considered to be jewelry within the meaning of the 
foregoing restrictions, and may be accepted under the same conditions as other mailable 
merchandise to any country. However, its acceptance to countries to which jewelry is 
prohibited is at the risk of the senders, as the Post Office Department cannot be respon- 
sible with respect to treatment by the authorities of other countries. 

CIGARETTES RESTRICTED TO DOMINICAN REPUBLIC—Effective October 4, 1955, 
cigarettes may not be imported into the Dominican Republic unless each cigarette is 
marked Republica Dominicana below the trademark or on the opposite side of the cigar- 
ette. Also, each package must bear a Dominican internal revenue stamp. Interested mail- 
ers are referred for further information to the Dominican consulate. Cigarettes not 
complying with the requirements will be seized and destroyed by the Dominican customs 
authorities. ‘ 

GIFT PARCELS TO WESTERN GERMANY—Gift parcels for Western Germany (in- 
cluding the Western Sector of Berlin) may now contain tobacco, tobacco products, and 
Serer papers. Those items are subject to the collection of customs duty from the ad- 
dressees.

The Bureau of the Census, Department of Commerce, announced that United States 
general imports increased from $885.3 million in July to $958.9 million in August, totalling 
$134.2 million more than the August 1954 value of $824.7 million and $108.0 million over 
the 1954 monthly average of $850.9 million. General imports during the months of January 
through August were valued at $7,351.5 million, or approximately 7% above the Januar) 
August 1954 total of $6,884.7 million. sf 

United States exports of domestic and foreign merchandise decreased from $1,267.: 
million in July to $1,227.4 million in August, or to a level about 6% above the August 1954 
total of $1,155.7 million but approximately 2% below the 1954 monthly average of $1,257.9 
million. M.S.P. (military) exports during August were valued at $127.9 million, about the 
same as in the preceding month but 36% below the AuguSt 1954 total of $200.4 millior 
and 32% less than the 1954 monthly average of $187.9 million. (F.T. 900—L&E.)

(brief Report on Vienna Fair—Two-way trade is the keynote on which the LU. 35. 
Trade Mission to Vienna opened its sessions Wiin businessmen in the major cities 01 
Austria on August 20. 

Many Austrian businessmen thought that the mission was well timed, occurring 
between the signing ot a treaty restoring Austrian sovereignty and independence 0. 
May 15 and the effective date tor witndrawal of foreign troops, scheduled for October 2o, 
1955. 

Arriving three weeks before the opening of the International Trade Fair, which ran 
from September 11 to 19, the mission met with chambers ot commerce and other business 
groups and held personal consultations with individual Austrian businessmen on practical 
methods and provlems of developing greater commerce between Austria and the United 
States. 

before setting up its headquarters in the U. S. Trade Information Center at the 
Vienna Fair the mission visited more than 20 cities, reacning more than 1,000 Austrian 
businessmen and Government officials. At the Vienna fair it answered more than 3,000 
business inquiries. 

Export-Import Bank Reports Activities First Half 1955—The first half of the calendar 
year 1955 witnessed a continuing uptrend in the lending activities of the Export-Import 
tank of Washington, according to the bank’s semi-annual report transmitted to the 
President and Congress. 

in his period the bank authorized 115 new credits totaling $336.7 million. Included in 
the new credits were 81 individual exporter credit lines totaling $123.1 million. The bank 
allocated $21.5 million to specific projects under credits previously authorized and ap 
proved 6 transactions totaling $1.3 million under exporter credit lines. For the nscal yea! 
1955, the bank's new credit commitments amounted to $628.3 million. 

Jamaica Wants Fruit Processing Machinery—The Industrial Development Corpora- 
tion, 4 Winchester Road, Half-Way-Tree, Jamaica, sponsored by the Jamaican Government, 
is investigating the possibility of developing a mango nectar industry. This organization 
would like to get in touch with suppliers of fruit processing machinery suitable for the 
pulping of mangoes and adaptable to the extracting of juice from other types of fruit.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—OUTWARD MANIFESTS—AIR- 
CRAFT—TRANSPORTATION IN BOND AND MERCHANDISE IN 
TRANSIT—VERIFICATION OF LADING OF BONDED MERCHAN- 

DISE FOR EXPORTATION—CARTAGE AND LIGHTERAGE 


New provisions are being added to the Customs Regulations to require outward 
manifests to identify merchandise being exported from bond with the customs entries 
or withdrawals under which the goods are laden on the exporting carrier, thereby pro- 
viding a simple and effective basis, in conjunction with certain checks or verifications, 
for permitting customs officers to execute certificates of lading for e xportation on customs 
Form 7512, and also providing a single record of such export transactions for accounting 
and auditing purposes. A new section relating to verification of the lading of bonded 
merchandise for exportation is also being added. 

The Bureau, with the concurrence of the Bureau of the Budget, has approved a sug- 
gestion that customs Forms 7502-A (Warehouse or Rewarehouse Permit) and 7512 (Trans- 
portation Entry and Manifest of Goods Subject to Customs Inspection and Permit) be 
revised to permit the use of the former as a transfer record in lieu of cartage or lighter- 
age tickets for merchandise which is moved to bonded warehouses under entries for ware- 
house or rewarehouse, and the use of the latter as a transfer record for merchandise which 
is to be transported in bond to another port or exported from bond. Appropriate changes 
are being made in the Customs Regulations to set forth the use to be made of these forms 
in lieu of cartage or lighterage tickets. 

It is also desirable to make specific provision for the use of importing carriers’ tally 
slips by customs officers in the transfer of merchandise by bonded cartmen or lightermen 
and to authorize the use of bills of lading as parts of outward manifests.

In the case of Jovita Perez, et al. v. United States, C. A. D. 588, the United States Court 
of Customs and Patent Appeals held that with respect to a flavoring syrup composed of a 
mixture of sugar, water, and a small amount of flavoring matter, the component material 
of chief value should be determined as of the Gate of importation rather than as of the 
time the components were originally placed in the article and nothing remained to be 
done except putting the components together. In so doing the court overruled the col- 
iector’s determination that the component materia! of chief value was granulated sugar 

The Treasury Department has requested the Acting Assistant Attorney General to 
retry the issue of what constitutes the component material of chief value. 

Accordingly, you are instructed to limit the application of C. A. D. 588 to the importa- 
tion specifically covered thereby, and to determine the component material of chief value 
as of the time when the components were originally placed in the article and nothing more 
remained to be done except putting the components together. [T.D. 53881.] 


BRASS SHAPES 


In the case of John V. Carr & Son, Inc. v. United States, published as C. D. 1666 (33 
Cust Ct. 286), The United States Customs Court held that certain brass articles in 7 and 
12 foot lengths, in a variety of shapes and dimensions in cross section, made by extrusio” 
and drawing were classified as brass rods or bars under the provisions of paragraph 381, 
Tariff Act of 1930, as modified, rather than as articles of metal, not specially provided for, 
under the provisions of paragraph 397, as modified, as classified by the collector. 

As the Customs Section, Civil Division, Department of Justice, believes that evidence 
can now be obtained to support the Government's position, it is proposed to retry the issue 
involved, 

p Therefore, you shall limit the application of C. D. 1666 to the merchandise in the 
importation which was the subject of that action pending a new ruling by the court 
[T.D. 53884.] ‘

a part of the St. Lawrence Power Project in territorial waters of the United States within 
the general areas (1) between points opposite Prescott, Ontario, and Doran Island and 
(2) between points opposite the powerhouse structure and the eastern end of Cornwall 
Island.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—INTERNATIONAL AIRPORTS 


The Chicago Midway Airport, Chicago, Illinois, is hereby designated as an airport of 
entry (international airport) for civil aircraft and for merchandise carried thereon arriv- 
ing from places outside the United States, as defined in section 9 (b) of the Air Commerce 
Act of 1926 (49 U. S. C. 179 (b)), effective October 1, 1955. 

Page 1197 

The list of international airports in section 6.13 is hereby amended to include the 
name and location of this airport. 

This airport was designated as a temporary international airport by Treasury Deci- 
sion 53765, March 23, 1955, published in the Federal Register of March 30, 1955 (20 F. R 
1972). The continuation of the designation of this airport as an international airport 
without time limit is based on a determination that a sufficient need exists to justify 
such designation. 

Since notice and public procedure under section 4 of the Administrative Procedure 
Act (5 U. 8S. C. 1003) were followed in the designation of this airport as a temporary 
international airport and continuation of the designation will be in the public interest, 
notice and public procedure are deemed unnecessary. The designation is made effective 
on October 1, 1955, since the temporary designation expires September 30, 1955, and it is 
deemed in the public interest to continue the designation without interruption. [T.D. 53907.] 


CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—EXEMPTIONS FOR 
RETURNING RESIDENTS 





Page 1248 

There is a limited instance in which alcoholic beverages and cigars may be entitled 
to entry free of duty and tax under the $300 exemption for returning residents of the 
United States provided for in paragraph 1798 (c) (2) (B) of the Tariff Act of 1930, as 
amended. To clarify the regulations in this respect, section 10.17 (d) of the Customs 
Regulations is amended to read as follows: 

(d) Tobacco products, alcoholic beverages, and foodstuffs.—Cigarettes, manu- 
factured tobacco, and foodstuffs may be included in the exemptions to which a returning 
resident is entitled, but not more than 100 cigars nor an aggregate of over 1 wine 
gallon of alcoholic beverages may be included in such exemptions. If a returning resi- 
dent is entitled to both the $200 and the $300 exemptions, any cigars or alcoholic 
beverages entitled to exemption shall be included in the $200 exemption. If the resident 
is not entitled to the $200 exemption (by reason of having claimed that exemption within 
the 30 days immediately preceding his arrival) but is entitled to the $300- exemption. 
not more than the above-stated quantities of cigars and alcoholic beverages may be 
allowed free entry under the $300 exemption if the resident did not claim exemption 
for any such articles under the last exemption he received under paragraph 1798 (c) (2) 
(A). The maximum of 1 wine gallon of alcoholic beverages may include more than one 
kind of beverage. [T.D. 53908.]

Note.—In general Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 or 100 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouses or in 
the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation within 
a period of three years. Drawback is also allowable upon the exportation of articles 
manufactured or produced in the United States with the use of imported merchandise 
meats cured with imported salts; flavoring extracts, medicinal or toilet preparations 
manufactured in the United States with the use of domestic alcohol on which internal 
revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels manufactured or produced with the use 
of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol and articles on which processing or 








excise tax has been paid.

REMISSION OR REFUND OF DUTIES ON VESSEL REPAIRS 


The United States Customs Court, in International Navigation Company, Ine. Vv. 
United States (1955), C.D. 1721, held that the delegation of authority to collectors to remit 
or refund duties on vessel repairs was not clear, and directed the collector to submit the 
application to the Secretary of the Treasury or his duly empowered representative. 

The decision on the application involved in that case will be made by the Bureau in 
accordance with the judgment of the court. However, in accordance with T.D. 53913, 
amending section 4.14(j) of the Customs Regulations to reaffirm the delegation to the 
collectors, decisions on other applications under section 3115 of the Revised Statutes, as 
amended, for remission or refund of duties shall be made by collectors of customs as 


heretofore. [C/L 2924.] 


PACKAGING PROVISO OF PAR. 219, TARIFF ACT 1930 


Reference is made to the Bureau’s letter dated February 14, 1955 (443.1), to Mr. 
Pomert, Mondial Trading Corporation, New York, New York, circularized as C.LE. 182/55, 
holding that the proviso to paragraph 219 of the tariff act shall be strictly construed, i.e., 
based on actual measurement of the glass rather than based on measurement to the next 
full inch in accordance with commercial invoicing. 

The duties provided for in paragraph 219 are specific duties based upon weight. 
Accordingly, the packaging in units of superficial measure of glass classifiable under this 
paragraph does not facilitate the ascertainment of duties due. In fact, the packaging 
requirement serves no useful purpose to the Customs Service. 

The Bureau has reviewed the legislative history of this proviso and can find no indi- 
cation as to whether the measurement intended was actual measurement or measurement 
in accordance with commercial practice. 

Accordingly, the Bureau is of the opinion that both actual measurement 

mercial usage are acceptable standards for applying the packaging proviso in paragraph 
219. Consequently, a box intended to contain 50 square feet of glass sheets measuring 2 by 
4% meee may contain either 720 sheets (commercial usage) or 847 sheets (actual measure- 
ment). 
The Bureau is also of the opinion that glass packed in boxes containing an exact 
multiple of the quantity or number of sheets contained in a unit of 50 square feet is not 
prohibited from entry by the packaging proviso of paragraph 219. A unit of 50 square 
feet of glass measuring 72 by 36 inches would contain 3 sheets as the number “as nearly 
as size will permit.” Consequently, a 400 square foot box of this size of glass must con- 
tain either 24 sheets (8 times 3) or the number of sheets most nearly approximating 400 
square feet, that is, 22 sheets (396 square feet). 

The Bureau's letter of February 14, 1955 (443.1), circularized as C.I.E. 182/55 is 
hereby revoked. [C/L 2923.]

ACCEPTANCE OF TONNAGE FIGURES IN REGISTERS OF 
FOREIGN VESSELS 


In Bureau Marine Circular No. 134, dated April 28, 1954, the Bureau directed that any 
general practice of questioning the tonnages of vessels under registers issued by one 6° 
the countries listed in section 2.63, Customs Regulations, be discontinued, excepting a 
case in which the register was manifestly in error. 

As you know, a rather large number of vessels built in the United States during 
World War ‘II have been transferred to the registry and flag of foreign nations listed 
in section 2.63 and others. In recent months, a number of instances have come to at- 
tention in which such vessels have arrived in ports of the United States under foreign 
registers showing tonnages which apvear to be those ascertained under United States 
wartime rules, which tonnages would not be correct today if the vessels were admeasured 
under the rules of this country or under any rules which are substantially similar. 

Accordingly, upon the arrival hereafter of any such vessel under a register showing 
such tonnages, the document shall be deemed to be manifestly in error and the tonnages 
of such vessel shall be computed in the manner prescribed in section 4.20(f) of the regu- 
ations, without regard to whether the vessel is a vessel of one of the nations listed in 
ection 2.63 or not. In order to insure uniformity of treatment, certificates covering prior 
payments of tonnage tax shall be examined at the time of entry for evidence of collections 
based on a tonnage estimate required as a result of the vessel’s documentation under an 
obsolete tonnage figure. However, since any such computation will not clearly establish 
that the vessel involved was subject to the payment of any greater tax upon a previous 
entry, no action shall be taken looking toward collection of additional tax for any entry
